he should be reinstated, but following 
the hearing the Secretary of the Interior 
brought new charges ogoinst him and 
when these were thrown out by the Pro- 
secuting Attorney due to-lack of evidenco 
te support them the Secretary of - the 
Interior added still further administra- 
tive charges. > 

Governor-General Wood then appoint- 
ed an investigation . board composed -of 
two Filipinos and ‘one’ American» and 
when-this bonrd recommended that Con- 
ley.be reinstated, Governor Wood ordered 
ine Secretary of the Interior to reinst. 

The next development 
brought about came when the board of 
investigation reversed itself and recom- 
mended Conley’s dismissal on the grounds 
of immoral private life.
